There never has been any dispute 


over Ihe Old Age Insurance division of 
Social Security. II is simply a com- 
pulsory insurance program, in which 
employer and employe 
are 
taxed 


equally. And its rates and benefits 
arc easily determined, for payment is 
made on one of two conditions, both 
of which arc very definite matters— 
death, or reaching the a,ge of 65. 


But unemployment insurance is an 


entirely different matter, with news- 
papers, stores and other regular-em- 
ployment business houses dumped in- 
to the same pool with all industry. 


There is no semblance of an in- 


surance program at all in the pre- 
senl unemployment selup under So- 
cial Security. 


For it is obvious to everyone that 


when you go to lake out an insurance 
policy the rate varies between in- 
dividual.'policy holders. 


If it is iifc insurance, an office clerk 


pays one rate—but a man working 
in a powder factory, or flying an air- 
plane, pays a higher rate. 


Or, if it is fire insurance, an of- 


fice building pays one rate—but an 
oil warehouse pays quite a different 
one.

Sleuthing Against Spies by 


Private Citizens Discouraged 


Evidence Should Be Given Direct to FBI, 500 


Rector Building, Little Rock 


'Any evidence of espionage or "Fifth Column' activities, secured by 


private citizens, should be referred direct to the nearest Federal Bureau 
of Investigation representative," said J. J. Harrison, State Director for the 
Office of Government Reports, in a statement made Wednesday. 
. Mr. Hamson pointed out that the Department of Justice had instructed 
all Federal law enforcement agencies to discourage individuals or groups, 
without official status or responsibility, from engaging in activities of an 
invsti.gative nature. Under these instructions evidence of subversive act- 
ivities obtained even by United States Marshal and other Federal officials 
as well as that secured by private citizens should be turned over to the 
B'. B. I. In event a violation of a_ Federal law has been committed, the 
United States Attorney will then 'take action. 


Tliis policy has been adopted by the Department of Justice at the re- 


quest of tlie President to prevent confusion, to increase efficiency and to 
scure the rights and civil libertes of individuals. The memorandum of 
the President to the Attorney General states: 


"This task must be conducted in a comprehensive and effective manner 


on a national basis, and all information must be carefully sifted out and 
correlated in order to avoid confusion and responsibility. 


To this end I request all police officers, sheriffs and all other law en- 


forcement officers in the United States promptly to turn over to the 
nearest representative1 of tlie Federal Bureau of Investigation any in- 
formation obtained by them relating to esponage, counter-espionage, sabo- 
tage, subversive activities, and violations of the neutrality laws."

boy or girl in search of work. 


The first suggestion is offered moi 


to parents than to young people 
for the search for a job starts from 
Ihe home. Parents should realize 'tha 
the aptitutdes and 
interests of 


son or daughter may be quite dif- 
ferent 
from 
their own, and they 


should not be dictatorial about oc- 
cupational choice. 


They should encourage vocational 


exploration, but 
should 
dispourage 


wishful thinking. Most boys aspire to 
white, collar jobs, although 70 per 
cent are destined to wear overalls. 


Second, a boy or girl should seek 


vocational guidance from those qual- 
ified to,give it. If they are fortunate, 
their school has a guidance pro- 
gram. 


Even if an individual's school does 


not offer guidance, it will be wise 
to ask the school principal or class 
teacher what he blieves he or she is 
best fitted to undertake. In the search 
for counsel it will also pay to make 
inquiries at the local Y. M. C. A. or Y. 
W. C. A., for many branches offer 
occupational guidance for youth out 
of school, 


Third, most young persons fail to 


register at the local public place^ 
ment agency. Creation of a network 
of- public employment offices is one 
of the great social achievement of 
recent years, which recognizes the 
public's 
responsibility 
for ' helping 


bring workers and employers togeth- 
er. 


Fourth, boys and girls unable to 


find employment should consider ad- 
ditional education. This is not always 
possible, but the more education one 
has, the -better the chances are of 
getting a job. 


Fifth, if circumstances make it im- 


possible for a youth to continue his 
education without assistance, he may 
be eligible 'for the Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps or for a National Youth 
Administration scholairshp or work 
project. 


To know what one can do and the 


fields in which there are the great- 
est opportunities is half the battle. 
It gives a sense -of direction, and 
permits a boy or girl to act with pur- 
pose. Above all, it prevents aimless 
drift, which is demoralizing to charac- 
ter.
